CONCEALING HIGH PRICES. 


Tricks in all trades but ours 


Prices don't always go up when 
costs go up. 
The producer has his 


little bluffing ways of making you 
think he isn't advancing prices when 
he is. 


For Instance, many cakes of soap 


are now made hollow. 
They look 


just as large and handsome as ever 
After you use them awhile, >ou work 
into a hole and perceive that the in 
terior is nothing but thin air. Ballfc 
of string .and yarn are made around 
a large core, so that there is nothing 
but a crust of twine about the empty 
center. Thread runs more than evei 
to wooden spools, with a thinner lay 
er of cotton and silk than before 
In every business the effort will be 
mad eto conceal the fact of price- 
advances. 


Up to a certain extent this is, ol 


course, legitimate. 
When flour goe 


up it is as fair for the baker to cu' 
down the size of the loaf as to ad 
vance the price. There is no cheai 
about it since the difference should 
be obvious to any observant eye 
But in so far as these dodges conceal 
the cheapening or the skimping ol 
materials, they are dishonest. 
The 


public wants to know plainly and 
squarely what the price advances 
are, and it does not wish to have in- 
ferior goods put over on the pre 
tense that they are the same oU 
article. 


It won't help anyone's trade tc 


wopk off good in any ccceptive waj 
Some of these little tricks are oi 
trifling importance. 
But they tend 


to promote dishonest standards IE 
business. 


The people, principally responsiblf 


for them, seem to be the origina1 
producers. 
Retail dealers are usual 


ly too close to their customers to tr: 
funny business. 
Producers seem tc 


think the public don t mind a little 
humbug. Thereby they are much ir 
error. 


DISTRIBUTING MILK. 


The rise in price of milk has been 


one of the ominous features of the 
high prices. 
Milk distribution sys- 


tems are so notoriously unscientific 
that It is the public's own fault if it 
pays an unreasonable price. 


It is perfectly ridiculous that in 


most towns half a dozen or more 
milk carts will run up and down the 
same street. 
There is but little 


need of the milk cart. 
The public 


has been educated by high price., to 
carry home a large part of the pur- 
chases it makes. 
Why not milk 


also? 


Milk depots arc being started ir 


many large cities to distribute milk 
to all comers for 10 cents a quart 
where U has been 14. 
In towns 


nearer the source of supply it could 
be sold for less. 
If the milk-wagon 


Is cut out, the cost of milk can be 
reduced a tnird.

In a letter received by hia grand* 


father at Gfanvnle. George Docgey, 
a Licking county boy, who took his 
preparatory course at Doane acade- 
my and hi* collegiate course at the 
University of Chicago, tells of hig 
first airplane flight at an 
English 


aviation school where American air 
men are being taught war flying. 
Dorsey la one of the youngest men 
in the air corps. 
He was in a 


"ground" school at Urbana, 111., for 
some time before sailing for Eng- 
land. Again he spent several weeks 
on the theoretical side of the flying 
game before he went into the air. 
His letter follows: 


Crown Hotel, 


Stamford, Eng., Oct. 26. 


My Dear Grandfather. 
Three months since I sailed from

chine guns, bombing, photography, 
artillery observation, general Hying, 
engines, 
rigging and the 
many 


countless technical 
subjects neces- 
sary for a war flyer. 


None of us minded our long so- 


journ at Oxford. We had very com- 
fortable 
quarters at Queens Col- 
lege, and our life was very similar 
to that of the peace-time university 
student.

through the college

TOWNS BOOST PRICE 


WHEN WAGES GO UP 


(ASSOCIATED -PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Columbus, Nov. 14.—Following 


an investigation of complaints; that 
food prices were 
advanced 
simul- 
taneously with miners wage increases 
and exercising for the first time au- 
thority lodged in his office .by 
the 


federal law, Fred C. Croxton, state 
food administrator, today ordered 
immediate reductions in the prices 
of staple food stuffs sold 
in 
two 


mining stores in Athens county. 


In a conference in Columbus with 
represetatives of both stores which 
are operated by mining companies, 
administrator Croxton 
made plain 
that there are three ways that he 
will undertake to enforce food ad- 
ministration .regulations to prevent 
profiteering: 


First—By 
prosecution 
through 


the federal department of justice. 


Second;—By ordering wholesalers 


to cut off the supply of offending re- 
tailers, as authorized by the food 
law. 


Third—By prosecution understate 


laws. The Ohio statues give the 
food administrator ample power to 
curb unreasonable - profits, 
even 


without resourse to food control ma- 
chinery. 


The offending companies, which 


control more than 
19 
storfes in 


Athens and surrounding counties, 
premised to comply with Croxton's 
orders. One of the companies was 
ordered to make material reductions 
on eggs, sugar, flour,'cheese; beans, 
butter, pork chops and fculk crack- 
ers. TSe other company '-was or- 
dered to. reduce on flour, corn meal, 
eggs, batter, potatoes an-1 meats. • 


The probe showed that both com- 
panies had made unusually large in- 
creases in their selling prices. Crox- 
ton asked the companies to furnish 
him with cost prices and selling 
prices of principal food stuffs during 
the first week in November, 1915 
and 1916. 
He indicated 
that lie 


would use these figures as the basis 
fcr final settlement 
of 
prices by 


company stores. 
The food control 


law'gives Croxton or 
his 
agents 


power to probe books and invoices 
of any food distributor or retailer 
at any time.
